HOW TO SPLIT TICKET 
Editor. The News: 
In view of the fart th at two S a­ 
lem men oi opposite parties have 
been highly endorsed by your paper. 
it would seem that some explanation 
of the privilege of the individual 
votei to spilt his or her ticket should 
be given emphasis prior to the Tues­ 
day election 
The w riter believes a num ber of 
people, who will go to tile polls on 
Tuesday, ere of the opinion th at if 
they do not vote a straight party 
ticket their votes will 
be disre­ 
garded as incorrect. 
In accordance with the 1940 edi­ 
tion of ‘ The Election Laws of the 
state of Ohio,” ort page 120, tile 
method bv which an individual may 
vet** a mixed ticket, or. in other 
words, lor candidates of different 
parties, is thoroughly explained 
According to these rule*, a per­ 
son may vote a mixed ticket by not 
placing a cross m ark in the circular 
space above the name of any party 
aud by making a cross m ark in the 
blank space before the name of the 
individual candidate for whom lie 
desired to vote, regardless of the 
i>.»iu affiliation rf the candidates 
Alternatively, the individual may 
m ark a cross in the circular space 
above the name ol the party for 
«ome of whose candidates he desires 
it vote and then make a cross mark 
in the blank space before the name 
of any candidate of til*- opposite 
party. 
Bv so doing 
the optional cross 
mnrk In the circular space above the 
name of th** party will insure the 
counting of the elector’s vote for 
every candidate of that party on the 
ticket except for those candidates 
marked on other party tickets, since 
th e cross mark before the name of 
candidates on other tickets will auto­ 
matically cause Hie elector's vote for 
uch candidate to be duly recog­ 
nized Hnd registered 
A thorough understanding of this 
proceduie makes it entirely lawful 
for a Republican to vote for Vincent 
C Judge, or for a Democrat to vote 
for Charles Snyder, with the full 
assurance th at 
his 
vote 
will 
be 
properly recorded. This will simplify 
for the voter the fact that he may 
vote the straight party ticket with 
the exception of his approved candi­ 
date. or candidates, on the opposite 
party ticket, by proper indication on 
the ballot.
